CAITADM  APPLE  FORECAST  EEDUGSD 


Tho  comorcial  applo  crop  of  Canada  is  placed  at  2,596,852  "barrols, 
according  to  tho  official  August  forecast,  a  docroasc  of  491,652  barrels,- 
or  about  20  per  cent  from  the  July  forecast.    This  places  tho  current  crop 
below  that  of  1924  instead  of  above,  as  Indicated  in  the  July  forecast. 


The  heaviest  decrease  occurred  in  Kov"  Scotia.  A  slight  reduction 
vvas  made  in  tho  estiiriite  for  British  Columbia.  The  Ontario  estimate  re- 
mains unchanged.  Decreases  are  also  noted  for  Nev;  Brunsv/ick  and  Quebec, 
but  those  provinces  are  of  much  less  importance  in  commercial  applo  pro- 
duction. 


In  the  eastorii  Ontario  district  tho  winter  varieties  such  as  Spy, 
Stark,  Baldwin,  Mcintosh  and  Pameuse  shov;  a  heavy  crop.     In  Quebec,  a 
heavy  crop  of  Wealthy,  Mcintosh,  Pameuse,  Russet  and  Milv/aukee,   is  ex- 
pected, while  Transparent,  Duchess,  Alexander,  and  V/olfe  River  are  ex- 
pected to  give  a  fair  crop. 

In  Novrv  Scotia,  Baldwin,  King,  and  Russet  are  heavy,  wiiile  Graven- 
stein,  Stark,  l-Tonparoil,  and  Ben  Davia  promise  only  a  slight  crop.  Tho 
Gravonstein,  one  of  the  principa,l  varieties  in  this  district,  has  been 
seriously  affectly  by  disease. 

In  British  Columbia,  Arrow  Irikes  and  Kootonay  districts.  Wealthy, 
Gravonstein,  Wagner,  Jonathan  and  Rome  Beauty  are  light,  while  Mcintosh, 
Duchoss,  Spy  and  'Transparent  are  heavy.    The  drought  spot  injury  has  been 
noticed  on  tho  Duchess,  V/ealthy,  Mcintosh  and  Jonathan  in  the  Salmon  Arm 
dis  trict .
